mou*  until  still  less  of  the  Memphis  side 
-  i*  now  navigable.  The  recent  reports  erf 
the  river  commission  in  the  matter  c* 
appropriations  give  nothing  favorable  to 
this  danger.  Two  methods  have  been 
*uggest*il  to  remedy  it.  One  contem¬ 
plates  th*  chaugiug^tf  the  mouth  of  the 
W61f  river  in  such  a  way  that  the  out¬ 
flowing  current  would  wash  away  the 
accumulated  bar.  Th-  other  involve*  an 
artificial  cvtvnsiou  of  Hopefield  p«dnt  in 
such  manner  as  to  curry  the  main  cur¬ 
rent  of  tilie  river  arrow  the  sand  bar, 
with  the  certainty  that  it  could  be 
washed  gwgy  in  a  short  time.  The  lat¬ 
ter  is  considered  the  most  feasible  plan, 
though  it  would  cost  a  gnat  amount  of 
money  Y.wvr  by  year  the  danger  to  the 
city  btcnme*  more  imminent.  Much  trf 
the  old  and  nuwt  valuable  of  the  rive* 
front  ha*  l*K-n  washed  away.  If  succeed¬ 
ing  year*  rvpeal  the  inroa.Ls  of  the  past, 
it  is  a  qucBtion  of  only  a  short  time 
when  it  will  be  uec  seary  to  construct 
new  levee  facihtn-s  fur  the  river  trade.

One  white  cow  drew  more  wasps 
tbau  any  of  the  others  because  tbe  mo¬ 
ment  a  fly  alighted  it  was  seen  at  onoe 
ggaiust  the  -kin.  When  a  w-p  etohj 
Ifiy,  it  immediately  bites  off  both 
wings,  sometimes  a  leg  or  two  and  oc¬ 
casionally  tbe  bead.  Mr.

one  fly.  catch  another  without  letting 
go  tbe  first  and  then  fly  away  with  both. 
There  was  a  constant  Btream  of  wasp* 
carrying  away  flies,  probably  to  feed  the 
larv®  in  their  neRts.  and  returningi tgam 
to  the  cows  to  catob  more.
